Four-Year  Seniors 
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In  1921  this  administration  build¬ 
ing  was  constructed  to  replace  the 
original  ad  building  which  had 
burned  down  in  May  of  that  year. 


School  life  in  1930  included  out¬ 
door  men’s  volleyball,  played 
outside  of  East  Hall.  Now  used  for 
storage,  it  is  the  oldest  building  on 
campus. 


In  1932  the  Academy  campus  in¬ 
cluded  Gibson  Hall  (boys’  dorm), 
the  administration  building,  East 
Hall,  and  Regina  Hall  (girls’  dorm). 


Auburn  begins  75th  year 


Seventy-five  years 
ago  our  school,  origi¬ 
nally  called  Western 
Washington  Missionary 
Academy,  was  built  on 
the  high  level  ground 
between  the  White  and 
Green  Rivers.  Two 
conference  schools,  one 
in  Mt.  Vernon  and  the 
other  in  Battle  Ground, 
had  previously  been  op¬ 
erating.  Hoping  to  es¬ 
tablish  one  strong  cen¬ 
trally  located  school,  the 
constituents  raised 


enough  money  during 
the  1919  camp  meeting 
to  build  an  administra¬ 
tion  building  which  in¬ 
cluded  classrooms,  li¬ 
brary,  chapel,  kitchen, 
dining  room,  and  two 
residence  halls.  The 
school  doors  were 
opened  at  the  end  of 
that  summer. 

In  1921,  shortly  be¬ 
fore  graduation,  a  fire 
originating  in  the  boiler 
room  burned  the  school 
to  the  ground.  The  ad¬ 


ministration  building 
was  rebuilt  on  the  same 
foundation,  but  the  res¬ 
idence  halls  were  relo¬ 
cated  in  separate  build¬ 
ings. 

In  1930  the  school’s 
name  was  changed  to 
Auburn  Academy, 
which  in  1971  was 
changed  to  the  present 
name  of  Auburn  Ad¬ 
ventist  Academy.
